TROUBLE FOR TURKEY. 


Russia Thought to Be Planning Dem- 
onstration as Result of Attack 
Upon Persia.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 4—Five 
thousand troops have been ordered for 
Nerthern Caucasus, the Persian fron-

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HAW RAVES IN 
CELL AT ASYLUM. 


TEMPER GETS UPPER HAND AND 
WARD !8 IN UPROAR. 

— — 
Slayer of Stanford White Nervous, 
Sulky and Ugly Since Visit of Wife 
and When Snores of inmates Dis- 
turb Mim He Creates Trouble 
That Calls for Guards. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 4-—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] Harry K. Thaw's ungov- 
ernable temper got the better of him 
shortly after midni¢ht this morning, 
and he wandered from. his private 
room, connecting with the genera! 
ward, where fifty-eight of the sup- 
posed “harmiess patients” are con- 
fined in the Matteawan Asiyum for the 
Criminal Insane, and created such 4 
panic among the other inmates that 
guards had te be called and the in- 
mates restrained by force. 

Thaw had been sulking since the 
visit of his wife, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, 
yesterday afternoon. Her collapse 
from coming in contact with gibber- 
ing madmen had reduced him to an al- 
most similar state. 

When Thaw went back to the ward 
he was ugly and nervous. The other 
patients, many of whom believe they 
are millionaires, had been told that a 
real millionaire was among them, and 
they began to make Thaw the butt of 
their jests. In particular, there was 
old Quimbo Appo, the Chinaman, who 
has been waiting in the asylum for an 
army of millions of men to come across 
the Hudson River and rescue him. 
Quimbo bores Thaw, and Thaw has 
never been accustomed to being bored. 
Through the early hours of the night 
Thaw was quiet. From the long row 
of white beds, on which lay the other 
sleeping madmen, could be heard 
snores, with an occasional groan, as 
some brain-diseased patient tossed un- 
easily on his bed. It was all too much 
for Thaw. He tossed uneasily in his 
bed for hours. Then the temper that 
marked his career from carly child- 
hood until the night he shot Stanford 
White to death, boiled over, 

Thaw leaped from his bed, demand- 
ing quiet. His voice roared louder and 
louder. The other patients, easily ex- 
cited, all bounded from their cots, und 
for a time the ward was in an uproar. 
Thaw appeared madder than the oth- 
ers. 

Attendants came from the other 
wards. Thaw’s fifty-eight companions 
were bowled over, man after man, and 
the more excited were held fast to 
their cots and ordered to keep still. 
One of the attendants took Thaw by 
the arm and ed him into his room. 
He was told to go to bed, and the 
command was the sort that even Thaw 
was forced to respect. 

DECRIES HABEAS CORPUS. 

Ii the counsel of Martin W. Littleton 
prevails it does not appear to be likely 
that an early attempt will be made to 
have Harry K. Thaw released from 
Mattea wan Asylum on habeas corpus 
proceedings. He said today that there 
was no need to obtain ha corpus. 
“Thaw has been acquitted of the 
charge of murder and is not a crim- 
inal,” he sald. “He is at Matteawan 
for the purpose of observation only. If 
the conditions and surroundings there 
are such that his health may be im- 
paired, it is meumbent on the State 
board of lunacy to have him removed 
to an institution where other condi- 
tions and surroundings prevail.” 
Daniel O'Reilly, another of Thaw's 
attorneys, went to Matteawan today to 
consult with the prisoner regarding 
possible future steps looking to his 
release from custody. 

CANNOT SLEEP. 


Thaw spent last night in a private 
room immediately adjoining the ward 
in which he has been since he was 
taken to the institution.

The staff at the Receiving Hospital, 
forced to work in haste and in poorly 
fitted operating rooms, sometimes make 
mistakes in handling cases. 

Los Angeles should have an ambu- 
lance, with a surgeon ready at all times 
to respond to calls to attend injured 
persons 


These are the comments and conclu- 
sions of Dr. Yerkes Van Meter, a High- 
land Park physician who gave first ald 
to Mrs. Emma Upton, struck and fatal- 
ly injured by a Pacific Electric car on 
Pasadena avenue last Friday. 

At the inquest, yesterday, the Coro- 
ner’s jury held the car crew blameless 
for the accident. Witnesses testified 
that, although the car gong rang furi- 
ously, Mrs. Upton stepped directly on 
the track, apparently in a fainting con- 
dition. 

It was not the thought that Mrs. 
Upton's life might have been saved that 
prompted Dr. Van Meter to speak of

KEYES MINE IN DEATH VALLEY 
STRIKES PAY.

Recalis Desert Romance in Which 
Scotty’s Brother Was Shot—What 
Happened to the Boston Experts. 


“Whispering” or “Sand Creek” Kel- 
ly of Montana, “Duck-killing” Kelly of 
the Black Hills, “Bluestone” Kelly of 
Nevada, one and the same man, a pic- 
turesque character, known throughout 
the mining camps of the West, is a 
visitor in Leos Angeles from Death 
Valley, where he is mining salt, kill-

Keyes mine. 

And the eastern sucker swallowed the 
bait, hook, line and all. It was not 
long after the train episode 
that a party of yellow-legged, be-spec- 
tacled, corduroy-ciad experts arrived in 
the inspiring environs of Daggett, and 
made preparations for an examination 
of the fabulously rich mine. The party 
represenetd the Dupont Powdesg Com- 
pany, stockholders of which h been 
induced to turn West by the glitter of 
Septty’s words. It was headed by D. 
K. Owens, a Well-known expert, who 
had traveled safely over almost all the 
mining “world, and who rounded out 
his experiences with a hand in Scotty's 
game in the Valley of Death. And the 
cards were stacked. | 

What that expedition did not carry 
into the Porbidden Land was not 
worth mentioning. There was a fine 
four-mule team, followed by a less-pre- 
tentious freight conveyer, guns of all 

kinds, descriptions and makes, 
a liquor supply which included every- 
thing from hundred-yard “red-eye” 
through the different plebeian and aris- 
tocratic brands of whisky to cham- 
pagne, and more assorted kinds of 
canned goods than would patch Death 
Valley or any other hot old place for 
many a mile.
